At 9:45 most mornings on Hummingbird Drive in 
Mason, parents and children step outside their homes 
and walk to the curb where their driveways meet the 
street.

Telemedicine explodes amid health crisis

Inside one month, the novel coronavi- 
rus epidemic has given telemedicine the 


one thing that years of its mere conve- 
nience never generated: lots of business. 
For years, hospital systems have 
nudged consumers to use the videocon- 
ference tool with their doctors. But con- 
sumers resisted, preferring in-person 
appointments. The health crisis this 
month with the new virus has turned pa- 
tients such as Holly Specht of Fort 
Thomas into telemedicine believers. 
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A sore toe worsened on Specht just as 
Kentucky and Ohio residents went under 
stay-at-home orders to avoid spreading 
the infection and reduce the stress on the 
health care system. 

“I didn’t want to go to the doctor be- 
cause of the people who were sick, that 
really needed help,” she said.
